TO KILL PLANT TOPS 


Although the weather in recent 
weeka has been favorable for the de- 
velopment of the potato crop which 
#0 far is of excellent quality, there is 
grave danger that much of. the crop 


May still be lost due to late blight 


disease. The Field Crops Branch of 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture advises that action should _ be 
taken at once to prevent large scale 
losses from the disease. 

Late blight disease is caused by a 
fungus that first invades the leaves 


and stems of the green potato plants. 


Spores, or seeds,--are. produced on 


these infested areas which may be 


carried by wind or rain to other 
Plants where they start new infec- 
tions. A whole field may be blight- 
ed in a few days if the weather is 
cool with high humiidity. The infest- 
ed plants turn from lush green to a 
dark, dead brownish color. Late 
bight spores may be washed down 
into the tubers in the soil or shaken 
@tf the tops onto the potatoes when 
they are dug. Infection from this 


is a sound policy to follow at this 
i time in order to avoid complaints or 
| loss during the marketing of the 
crap. 

This year most plants have set 
more than an average number — of 
tubérs which have @ized well and the 
“grade out" from such diseases as 
scab will be less this season. The 
quality so far is excellent with the 
percentage of dry matter content 
well above former years. Thus, by 
killing the tope within the next few 
| days ekins will be firm and tubers 
|mature for harvest, assuring high 
quality potatoes, a minimum of 
bruising and ,a maximum of dry 
| matter. 

Meanwhile, buyers would be wel 
advised to purchase supplies regular- 
ly but avoid building up their stock, 
and potatoes should be kept in well 


| ventilated, cool storage.

oh the Monday. Nellie and I 
walked down town, leaving the 
kitchen stove alight. When we 
got back the house was stifling.

But there, with the doors 
and windows thrown open the 
the house was fresh and cool 
in no time. It was wonderful. 
One thing hampered our act- 
ivities, neither Nellie nor I had 
a ear to get around with so we 
couldn't go any farther than-our 
two feet would take us. One 
more instance of our dependence 
upon four wheels to take us 
around. During the night I even 
toyed with the idea of hiring a 
car next morning but it didn’t 
seem worthwhile as we were 
leaving about one o'clock. 


My friendship with Nellie 
follows a rather unusual pattern. 
We sat side by side during our 
last year at school. We both 
married Canadian service men 
and we both came to Canada in 
1919. For some years we were 
out of touch with each other. 
And then one day I was reading 
the “Homemaker Page” in the 
old “Globe”. One letter was 
signed. “Little Mother” and by 
its contents I had a hunch it was 
written .by my friend Nellie. I 
wrote to “Little Mothér’—care 
of the Homemaker and found my 
hunch. was right. We correspon- 
ded for several years but drop- 
ped it again during the Depres- 
sion of the °30’s—probably be- 
cause we and our families were 
hoth going .through a_ period 
that we ’t want to write 
about. I wonder how much other 
correspondence was dropped a- 
round that time? Neither of us 
knew what happened to the 
other until we met at a WI. 
meeting in Guelph last year— 
no, I guess it was early this 
year. Nellie has never been back 
to the Old Country but she 
knew that I had as my visit was 
mentioned in our. home-town 
paper to which she still sub- 
scribes. So she had news of me 
but I still had no idea what 
had happened to her—not until 
she inquired for me in Guelph. 
All of which is a good illustrat- 
ion of the far-reaching influ- 
ence of a local paper, and also 
of the Women’s Institute as a 
medium of renewing friendships 
and acquaintances. Moral 
keep up your subscription to 
your home-town weekly and 
never lose touch with the W.I!! 
Never under-estimate the power 
of either-their influence is 
greater than you think. Haven't 
I just proved it? 
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The recent Paris fashion 
openings marked the renewal of 
fashion piracy, which — ever 
since the first mass advent of 
foreign buyers after World War 
I — has plagued the Paris cou- 
ture. 

The gravity of this problem 
is, I find, little understood on 
our side of the Atlantic. A col- 
league remarked the other day: 
“It’s too bad the French can't be 
more realistic about being cop- 
ied.” In her view the enormous 
preponderance nowadays of 


American fashions must have_ 


rendered copying insignificant. 
But actually a great number 

of styles, which we think of as 

100 per cent American designed, 


‘first saw the light in some Paris 


couture salon. A certain amount 
of copying, of course, is legiti- 
mate: the right to reproduce has 
been paid for by the manufac- 
turer. Copying however causes 
considerable financial loss each 
year to a large number of repu- 
table American firms, as well 
as to the French originators. 


This being the case, a short 
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history of style piracy and some 
ways to combat it efficaciously 
may prove useful. 

The. pastel modernistic murals 
of Madeleine Vionnet’s salons on 
the Avenue Montaigne—not far 
from Dior’s present premises-- 
were in the early 20's punctu- 


ated with admonitory texts: 
“The work of art is personal 
property ... To copy is to steal 


‘ and others in similar vein. 
M. Trouyet, Vionnet’s famous 
and formidable. director, was a 
leader of the fight against copy- 
ists, and the daily press was only 
allowed to view a new Vionnet 
collection several weeks after 
the first showing (when inciden- 
tally it was no use to them) lest 
their cables deseribe the new 
line too graphicalls 
“This, however, was. literally 
“locking the stable door after 
the horse has been stolen.” In 
those really bad old days, pirates 
attended couture openings dis- 
guised as private clients or as- 
sistant buyer armed with a 
photographic eye and scissors to 
snip a surreptitious sample from 


‘for a 


an inattentive mannequin’s dress 
under pretext of examining the 
fabric. 


Paris was studded with mod- 
erately priced dressmaker and 
millinery shops in whose back 
rooms one could get the latest 
Paris originals at a fraction of 
the couturier’s figure. They even 
bore the couturier’s own “griffe” 
(the claw mark, as the specially 
woven and copyrighted label is 
called), which copyist purveyors 
counterfeited by the yard. 

Buyers’ arrivals at the various 
Paris hotels were listed in the 
daily papers, 
were haunted by young men and 


“women carrying brief cases stuf- 


fed with couture sketches and 
samples. They waited only for a 
nod to follow an unscrupulous 
prospective customer into some 
secluded corner to display illicit 
wares, 

As the time went on, fashion 
bootleg gangs were organized. 
Techniques were perfected. IL- 


~\paid workers on the couturier’s 


own staff were suborned. 
Though personnel in “sensi- 
tive” jobs were searched before 
leaving the establishment dur- 
ing the period in which thé col- 
lection was being prepared, a 
cutter, for example, could take 
out a design in his head. At 
home he could make a detailed 
working pattern with all indi- 
cations as to executigh, fabric, 
and color. This cou be re- 
duced to microfilm by an. ac- 
complice, despatched to foreign 
manufacturers by air mail, and 
Paris innovations might appear 


in a bargain basement — before / 


they made their bow in their 
own designer’s fashion parade. 
Paris was periodically rocked 
by some particularly flagrant 
copy-seandal, which would 
needle the couture into taking 
special action. Indignation meet- 
ings were held, fashionable vigi- 
lantes alerted, copy houses raid- 
ed. But nothing much was ever 
accomplished principally because 
the only legal penalty was a fine 
—negligible beside the enormous 
profits piracy nets the pirates. 
The small fry, caught by the 


‘raids, did not even ‘know the 


identity of the “Big.Shots,” who 
so gladly paid their fines. So%he 
racket wotild start over again in 
new headquarters, wtih new 
agents and new faces. __ 

There was just one period 
when the Paris designers could, 
and did, crack down effectively 
on the style thieves That was 
during World War 11 when the 
Paris couture came under mili- 
tary control. 

As one of the luxury. indus- 
tries, the dress business was 
subject to regulations for con- 
serving the national - resources, 
the division being headed by a 
regular army major. And on 
another front the designers were 
protected .by the famed 
“Deuxieme Bureau” (nearest 
French equivalent to the FBI.) 

The bureau moved in because 
Yrany. of the fashion pirates, 
who Hit rained a more or less 
solid footing Tithe Paris pic- 
ture, were German. Afid it was 
found that secret information 
was being conveyed to the en- 
emy through codes disguised as 
embroidery or print patterns, 

A certain fashion photogra- 
pher, for iristance, had been in- 
stalled in Paris for 17 years. He 
spoke perfect French and was 
generally believed to be from 
Lorraine. He left Paris quietly 
vacation shortly before 
the declaration of war in 1939. 


‘He returned in 1940 with the 


then victorious German Army 
of Occupation, as a lieutenant 
in a green uniform on a white 
horse. 

This lieutenant was placed at 
the head of censorship of the 
Paris fashion press. He had a 
complete dossier on everyone in 
fashion—with a big black mark 
against the names of those who 
had refused to use his photo- 
graphs or had otherwise offend- 
ed him through the years. He 
took pleasure in refusing to 
pass their articles, thus forcing 
them out of jobs, or even shut- 
ting down their publications. 

But to return to the pirates... 
responsible for the loss to cou- 
ture coffers of millions of francs 
each season were the model- 
renters. These were not, strictly 
speaking, copyists. They placed 
big orders for Paris originals at 
top prices. The catch was—they

them on one-night stands. 
Tickets of admission used to 

be $100.00. Manufacturers not 


only of garments, but of but-_ 


tons, belts, zippers, accessories, 
textiles, etc. could for that price 
sketch, handle, and copy as 
much as they could remember. 
Even when the couturiers dis- 
covered what was happening, 
they had no redress; what 
model renters did with their 
property in the United States 
was outside their jurisdiction. 
All known model-renters were 
barred forthwith from the top 
Paris showings. Then they, too, 
resorted to many subterfuges to 
obtain their merchandise. 


A model renter was the cen- 
tral character of a wartime 
thriller—sort of a minor Mata 
This was 
so-called “phony 
the ' French and 
German troops exchanged an 
occasional grenade across the 
Maginot Line and life in Paris 
was adventurous, but not vet 
really hazardous. 


One model renter—let us call 
her Miss Borrowby—alone had 
braved possible perils to come 
to Paris by clipper and attend 
couture showings being held for 
private customers. She hoped 
ne doubt to scoop the American 
market with somé unique Paris 
designs for which she could ob- 
viously command her own price. 

Miss Borrowby, whom I knew 
slightly but not as a model rent- 
er, invited me to lunch. “Amer- 
icans should stock together, these 
days, there are so few of us 
left\in Paris,” she said. “I am a 
buyer, you know,” she added, 
“But I have no longer a single 
assistant. You attend all the 
openings anyway. It would be 
a great favor if you would select 


during the 
war,” when 


‘a few numbers for me — get 


them made up in your size.” 

I explained to her that as a 
member of the working press, 
I could buy nothing for resale. 
She let the matter drop and I 
forgot all about her. 

That is, until I received an 
urgent call from  Schiaparelli 
letting me in on an exclusive 
story. “Schiap”, said Miss Bor- 
rowby had tried to buy in all 
the houses, but had been turned 
down. Subsequently a young 
American. night - club. singer, 
performing in one of the war- 
time “blued-out caves,” had or- 
several evening gowns. 
For her act, she said. 

“Schiap”’ made and delivered 
them. As a matter of routine, 
she had checked with. Lucien 
Lelong, president of the Paris 
couture syndicate. The girl had 
got a number of things there 
also. 


Further investigation showed 
that she had bought in every 
leading couturier’s  establish- 


ment more clothes, as Lelong 
remarked, than she could wear 
(or pay for out of her salary) 
for years. A companion had 
acquired a suspicious 
of daytime outfits. 

Here's where 
Bureau went into action. The 
trailted to Miss Borrowby’s 
hotel. \ They surrounded it, but 
Miss orrowby, mysteriously 
tipped off, had flown. Literally 
in a private, hired plane, head- 
ed for Libson and the home- 
pound clipper. Deuxieme Bu- 
reau agents followed in a brace 
of fighters. There was an ex- 


citing (and close) chase over 
the Pyrenees. 
The alerted Lisbon police 


had no authority to detain an 
American citizen. While trying 
to get it, they did manage suf- 
ficient delaying tactics to pre- 
vent Miss B’s getting her dresses 
cleared. The bureau men ar- 
rived just in time to see the 
clipper disappear in the clouds, 
the lady on board. The loot was 
piled up on the strand. They 
took it back to Paris. 

It is such goings-on that led 
to the severe screening of per- 
sons attending the first show- 
ings of Paris couture today. 
These must present their pass- 
ports and each one a_ special 
identity card issued by the Paris 
couture syndicate. One must 
pay the "“dedit,” a deposit, be- 
fore being allowed to view any 
show. If a purchase is made, the 
dedit is applied to it. If not, it 
is forfeited. 

At Dior's the dedit is $1,000 
to see the clothes, another $500 
against the hats.. The minimum 
in some lesser houses is $600,

production. 


Meanwhile the fashion thieves 
have continued to come up with 
new tricks. smart “tourist” 
may watch a style parade with 
a miscroscopic camera conceal- 
ed in the handle of her slim 
umbrella. One girl even car- 
ried hers in a purse-sized per- 
fume bottle. 


A designer for a Seventh 
Avenue (New York) = dress 
manufacturer recently got inte 
some Paris couture shows on 
what appeared to be a bona fide 
press card. The Frenchmen had 


-no way of knowing that the 


paper she “represented” was 8 
four-page, biweekly country 
journal, which serves a com- 
munity of 300 ‘registered voters. 

The now thoroughly aroused 
Paris couture syndicate and in- 
terested American opposite 
numbers are considering meas- 
ures to eliminate such incidents 
—by establishing, for inst%e 
one or more principled ress 
liaisons in Paris, who would be 
like Caesar's wife, absolutely 
above reproach, absolutely fair 
in their dealings with both sides. 
There may also be a committee 
to sereen applications for press 
and~ buyers cards over in the 
United States where eXtensive 
and accurate information on ap< 
plicants is éasily available. 

Thus, at long last, we “may 
look forward to the finisl. of 
piracy in high fashion skies.

One - Shot ficoes of World ‘Sérios

The handsome, strapping man 
walked almost jauntily to the 
mound. His gait was loose and 
easy, and he casually scanned 
the packed and roaring stands 
at Boston's hostile Fenway Park 
as if counting the house. 


Big Gene Bearden figured to 
be tense and tired; but he acted 
with the nonchalance of a man 
being dandled in the lap of des- 
tiny. 

One week earlier he had pitch- 
ed the Cleveland Indians to vic- 
tory in the American League's 
only pennant playoff. Three 
days earlier he had won the 
third game of the World Series 
with a sparkling 2 0 shutout tri- 
umph over the Boston Braves. 

But now, in the sixth game, 
Bob Lemon had faltered as the 
Indians stood only one and two- 
thirds innings away from being 
the champions of the world; and 
with their lead down to one run, 
with only one out in the eighth, 
they had called Bearden from 
the bullpen. 

There was an easy smile on 
Big Gene’s lips as he faced the 
pn sedlion, sunny afternoon of 

1948, with a stance 
brie seemed to say: 

“Okay, fellows, I'll 
from here!” 

And take it he did, setting 
the desperate Braves down 
quickly to end the eighth, then 
pitching faultlessly through the 
ninth to-give the Indians the 
world championship. 

Gene Bearden, who won the 
American League's only: penn- 
ant playoff,.captured one series 
game and saved the finale of an- 
other all in one week to cap a 
20-game season, was the stickout 
hero of the 1948 classic. 


But Bearden was a one-shot 
hero, like so many others in the 
history of baseball's annual blue 
tibbon event! 

Never since then has he had 
a winning season. Five years 
later he was peddled back to the 
minor leagues. Last spring he 
tried to make the big time once 
again — and wound up back 
in the Pacific Coast League as 
just another shopworn hero with 
ore flaming memory. 

He has a lot of company — fel- 
lows like litthe Al Gionfriddo of 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, Johnny 
Beazley of the St. Louis Cardin- 
als, Wilcey Moore of the New 
York Yankees, George White- 
man of the Boston Red Sox, 
George Rohe of the “Hitless 
Wonder” Chicago White Sox and 
young Floyd Giebell, who was a 
World Series hero while sitting 
or the bench. 

For each of them the aftermath 
was the lonesome road. 

Beardon, for one, at 
knows. the reason. 

“Haven't had a drink in a 
year and a half,” he explained 
last spring as he tried to make

it back to the big time. “Every- 
one kept saying that alcohol 
was the thing that was holding 
me down, so 1 just quit.” 

But the old magic was gone, 


and when the Milwaukee Braves 
let him’ go, it was back to Sacra- 


mento in the Pacific Coast 
League. By mid-season, even in 
that company, he was still a 


loser with four wins against five 
losses. 

Gionfriddo never made it as 
big as Bearden, but in the 1947 
World Series the little man 
pulled a play about which they 
atill speak. Within a period of 
eleven months, he was respon 
aible for one of the funniest gags, 
ene of the most historic catches 
and one of the most poignant

Milwaukee (when it still was in 
the minors), Dallas, and, finally, 
outright release by Oklahoma 
City in 1952. 

Whiteman, who was known as 
“Lucky George from Peoria,” 
was a weird hero in a weird 
season. That was 1918, when 
Secretary of War Newton Baker 
granted permission for a cur- 
tailed major league season, with 
the World Series slated for early 
September. 


Ed Barrow, then manager of 
the Red Sox, brought 36-year- 
old George up from Toronto just 
for the war emergency. All sea- 
son he.saw only limited action 
In left field against lefthanded 
pitching, even though it was an 
era in which two-platooning still 
was a novelty. 


But it was Whiteman who 
ruined the Chicago Cubs in the 
Series. In/the. first game, a 1 to 
0 win for a southpaw named 
George H. Ruth and called 
“Babe”, “Lucky George” put the 
only run in scoring position. In 
the third game, Whiteman start- 
ed the decisive three-run rally 
and then saved the contest with 
a Gionfriddo.catch. He scored 
the winning run in the fourth 
game, and then drove home both 
winning runs in the fifth and 
final contest. Pretty fancy base- 
balling. 

But the next spfmg as the 

Red Sox “pros” returned from 
service,, Whiteman drew a ticket 
back to the minors. 

Then there’s the case of 
Anthony Rohe. In three seasons 
with the Chicago White Sox of 
the young American League he 
never batted more than .213. 
Thus, as those “Hitless 
ders” went into the World Series 
ef 1906 it was regarded as strict- 
ly “no contest.” 

The opposition was Frank 
Chance’s Cubs of Tinker-to-Ev- 
érs-to-Chance fame. They had 
won 116 games while losing only 
36 for a .763 percentage, which 
still stands as a record. The 
“Hitless Wonders” were a team 
with a combined batting aver- 
age of only .228 and a club total 
of nine“home runs all season. 

Yet the “Hitless Wonders” 
beat them, four games to two. 
And the upset can be traced to an 
injury to Sox shortstop George 
Davis, which gave the .196-hit- 


fadeouts in big league baseball. 

Gionfriddo went to the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers in May, 1947. 
Brooklyn sold pitchers Kirby 
Higbe and Cal McLish, catcher 
Homer Howell and shortstop 
Gene Match to the Pittsburg Pi- 
rates for $300,000 — and the five 
foot, six inch Gionfriddo. 

“This must have been the mes- 
senger boy thrown into the deal 
so he could carry the money 
from Pittsburgh to Brooklyn,” 
one Dodger writer kidded. 

But on October 5, 1947, “Little ~ 
Gi” was sent out to play left 
field in the sixth inning of the 
sixth game of the World Series 
against the Yankees. There 
were two out and two on when 
the mighty Joe DiMaggio rifled 
an. apparent home run to left 
field. 

Gionfriddo started sprinting 
back with the crack of the bat. 
Suddenly, right at the bullpen 
gate, he whirled and leaped into 
the air. The ball landed in his 
glove, and Gionfriddo, almost 
falling over the fence, held it 
for a dazzling one-hand stab 
which brought a tremendous 
roar of applause from the gog- 
gle- eyed stands. It was the field- 
ing gem of the Series.

protested. “My wife loves me. 
She buys the best. In faet, she 
e@nly makes ‘what I like.” 


“That's it,” the doctor replied, 
“she’s pampering you to death. 
If she doesn't stop, you'll get 
sicker!”

better than restaurants and 
business troubles Mr. R. left 

Six months later, the patient 
had a near-fatal coronary, The 
first day the wife came up with 
a box of cream-puffs, one of 
hubby's favorite desserts. The 
doctor barred her from further

visits and explained to the in- 
dignant son the general prob- 
lem of diet and heart disease. 
“Your father’s difficulfies 
come from a diet too rich in 
fats,” the doctor said. He de- 
scribed what happened .when 
chplesterol, a fatty (substance 
needed by every cell inthe body 
is eaten in excess, The unburned 
fat forms huge molecules that 
are deposited on the walls of 


arteries, especially the arteries 


feeding blood to the heart itself. 
These arterial pipes become so 
harrow and rough that a clot 
sometimes tears away from the 
wall and plugs it up. 


“Now,” the doctor warned, 
“the heart is the hardest work- 
ing muscle in the body -and 
needs food constantly. When a 
vesse] supplying it with blood 
clogs up, the result may be fa- 
tal. At the very least, the part 
of the heart served by the ves- 
sel may be permanently scar- 
red. Fortunately, in time new 
arteries take the place of the 
damaged ones and after a while 
the patient usually can resume 
normal activities. But the artery 
hardening process picks up again 
if he )goes back to his old eating 
habits.” } 

The young man was obstin- 
ate. “Dad is too young to have 
to worry about cholesterol and 
things.” 

“No, he’s not,” the doctor 
snapped. “Do you know that at 
least one out of every ten men 
in the late forties is so loaded 
with arteriosclerosis he can suf- 
fer a fatal thrombosis at any 
time? Between 60 and 65 it’s 
three out of 10, and between: 65 
and 70, nine out of ten... al- 
most all the restlt of faulty 
nutrition,” 

Confronted with this evidence, 
one wife asked: 

“What ‘am I supposed to do? 
If I cut out all fatty foods, there 
won't be anything left but 
grass.” 

The answer is you don’t have 
to cut out all such foods. Fats 
are vital nutritional substances 
not only needed for the diges- 
tion of other fats but for pro- 
ducing adrenal and sex hormones 
and vitamin D. Dr. William 
Halden points out that the nor- 
mal concentration of cholesterol] 
in the blood won't be affected 
by the little cholesterol in dairy 
products, meat and. eggs. But 
fat-soaked fried foods, greasy 
fowl, bacon and pork, rich gra- 
vies, dressings, puddings, pies 
and cakes are a different story. 
They can skyrocket the choles- 
terol count and crowd the blood 
with gangstet molecules that 
ean kill you. 

Men should eat sensibly! Go 
easy on gravies, rich desserts, 
cream, butter, dressings, fried 
foods, greasy dishes and calories 
in general! A man should get 
used to reedibe 8 little empty at 
the meal’s . The wife should 
let him know that she doeth't 
like his bulging waist and bil~ 
lowing chin. After all, she mar- 
ried a man not a cow! At the 
same time, she should plan wefi- 
rounded meals. 

And no matter how he whee- 
dles, cut down his waistline for 
that’s a good’ way to measure 
your success, 

Chances are the wife will 
benefit emotionally as well as 
physically. Instead of a torpid, 
obese creature always on the 
verge of sleep, he may wind up 
trotting her to a show some 
night, or taking her dancing, 
walking or bowling—something 
that never harmed any mar- 
riage.

Queen Of Sheba 
No Glamour Girl ? 


Was the Queen of Sheba the 
glamour girl that legend would 
have ™&.,belive? Did she rank 
in good l06Ks awith those other 
historic beauties, Cleopatra and 
Helen «of Troy? 

When the Queen first entered 
King Solomon’s gorgeous 
throne-room with its highly 
polisheé marble floor, it was so 
glossy that she thought it was 
wet and involuntarily lifted her 
long skirts — to display to the 
whole of the distinguished 
company gathered at the King’s 
court that she had hairy legs! 

_ That, at least, is the story told 
by the scattered tribes which 
still live in that part of the 
desert that was once the realm 
of the famous Queen. I lived 
for some months with these 


Arabs and was the first white 


man many of them had seen. 
Although none of these tribes- 
en can read or write and. they 
have no written history, they 
know the story of'their people 


for many centuries back: It is 
handed down from father-~ to 
son in story form and they have 
astounding memories for facts, 
name: and even dates, 

One fact they al) relate is 
that the Queen of Sheba had a 
deformed foot She concealed 
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waist up. This fashion was also 
quickly followed by the other 
women 


I was told that shapely figures 
have uiways been a feature ‘of 
the Sabaeans. The men proudly 
point to their own womenfolk 
of to-day, who are the only 
Arab tribes I know who wear 
no clothing but their veils above 
the waist, 

The Queen's name was Bil- 
quis. Sheba was the name of 
the country she ruled. Although 
the tribesmen liked to talk 
about the beatuy of Bilquis, 
what they considered even 
more worthy of mention was the 
smart business methods by 
which she amassed her fabu- 
lous wealth. By to-day’s stand- 
ards she might qualify. for the 
title “Queen of Spivs.” 

In the Bible we are told she 
gave King Solomon “a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices great abundance, and 
precious stones.” She made her 
money out of frankincense ‘by 
cornering the market. Frankin- 
cense is a sweet-smelling gum 
resin, much used in those days 
in religious rites and cere- 
monies throughout the whole 
Arab world. Practically the 
only source of this much- 
sought-after incense was “the 
trees grown at Cana, on the 
south coats of Arabia, where 
they still grow to-day. 

Cana was only a small com- 
munity, and to market the prod- 
uct to the great Arab countries 
to the north the merchants had 
to take it by camel caravan 
over a narrow mountain pass. 
It was the only route north. 
Unfortunately for the mer- 
chants, the other end of this 
pass came out close by the city 
gates of Shabwa, Queen Bil- 
quis’s capital city, 

It was here that the only wa- 
ter suppiles for many miles 
were available. The next wells 
ahead on the route were too 
far for either man or camel to 
make without replenishing at 
the Shabwa wells. It was also 
too far to go back without first 
replenishing the water-skins. 


Bilquis was able to make her 
demands with ease with the 
merchants so beautifully trap~ 
ped, They either sold the whole 
of their frakincese to her at her 
price or they were refused ac- 
cess to the wells. Their only 
alternative to selling to her was 
to die of thirst. 


By these harsh methods she 
filled ner great storehouse with 
frankincense, Then, as the Cana 
merchants were not permitted 
to travel north, merchahts from 
Egypt, Syria. and many other 
countries came south to buy. 
They met the same treatment. 
They either paid the price 
Queen Bilquis asked — or no 
water, There was no argument 
about it and even the most 


stubborn merchants could find». 


no other answer to the prob- 
lem and eventually paid the 
price asked. And what a price it 
was! Rulquis was able to clear 
a pleasant six hundred per cent 
profit. f 

It’s little wonder that his- 
tory overlooked the well-con- 
cealed fact that her legs were 
not all that they might have 
been when she had such a mag- 
nificent figure and such a won- 
derful business head to be re- 
membered by. 


Silent Jail Break 


In Johannesburg last year, a 
native was on trial for murder, 
It was not an ordinary trial, for 
the  ccused was completely 
deaf and unable to understand 
the usual sign language of the 
deaf and dumb alphabet, 


But fhe native had attended a 
school for the deaf, where the 
pupils had developed their own 
Sign language, And Father Er- 
nest Green, the chaplain of the 
school, had learned their pecu- 
liar sign language and now he 
came forward as interpreter.

Messages mutual love led to an 
exchange of ideas on how to es- 
cape. So in complete silence, 
and separated by the. wide 
courtyard, they finally agreed 
on a plan, 


The beauty of it was that no 
other prisoners could find out 
the details of the plan, so the 
woman was able to get out of 
the female prisoners’ Wing, go. 
over to the men’s quarters and 
free her lover without arousing 
suspicion.

Our.,carth seems so large, so 
substantial and so much with 
us, that we tend to forget the 
minor position it occupies in 
the solar family of planets. 
Only by a small marzcin is .it 
the largest of the other similar 
planets. True, it does possess 
a moderately thick atmosphere 
that overlies a thin patchy lay- 
er of water and it does. haye a 
noble satellite, about one fourth 
its diameter. The pair, as view- 
ed from a suitable position in 
‘space, say from Venus . 
would undoubtedly provide an 
inspiring sight. . . . 

Unfortunately there are no 
jarge mirrors in space to em- 
power us to see ourselves as 
others might see us. There. is, 
nevertheless, one very poor ap- 
proximation to the mirror in 
space — the dark side of the 
new Mcon. At this phase of the 
Moor. when it lies almost in a 
line with the Sun, the light re- 
flected from the Earth illumin- 
ates the otherwise unlighted 
black hemisphere. . . . Measures 
of the earth-shine on the Moon 
indicate that the Earth is a. good 
reflecte. of light, as are the 
other planets with atmospheres 
The Earth, therefore, when 
viewed from outer space must 
be a bright planet, almost as 
bright as Venus, 

Whether an outside observer 
could recognize the continents 
is somewhat uncertain, but 
surely in time, by carefully 
plotting the positions of all the 
surface features, he would find 
that the huge cloudbanks moved 
and changed, while certain 
areas remained fixed... . 

One peculiarity that we can- 
not observe on any other planet 
could be seen by our hypotheti- 
eal astronomer outside the 
Earth. He would be able to ob- 
serve the direct reflection of 


the Sun from our oceans, when | 


the Earth was properly turned.

Home vegetable storage may 
be marked by extensive spoil- 


age during the long winter 
months. This problem is. usually 
traceable to a lack of knowledge 
of specific storage requirements 
for the several classes of vege- 
tables, 


o * * 


In general, vegetables are 
classified into four categories on 
the basis of temperature and 
moisture needs when kept over 
an extended period. Onions, 
pumpkins and squash must be 
exposed to a dry atmosphere 
and a temperature of 40 to 45 
degrees F. Cabbage, cauliflow- 
er, turnips and potatoes stored 
in open bins or shelves require 
damp air and a temperature of 
38 to 40 degrees F. Carrots, beets 
and parsnips keep best when 
packed in a generous quantity 
of dry sawdust at 38 degrees F. 
Celery must be kept growing in 
storage by re-planting it in sand 
on the basement floor aft-- 14 of 
the foliage and some of. -e roots 
have been trimmed off with a 
knife. A cellar temperature of 
40 to 45 degrees F. is best for 
celery, 

e * * 


Full maturity is essential in 
all vegetables intended for stor- 
age. This is: indicated in onions 
when th ps fall over volun- 
tarily in the garden, in puriipkin 
and squash when the rind is so 
hard that it cannot be punctured 
with the thumb nail and in 
crops such as cabbage, carrots 
and beets when the tops develop 
a paler color often associated 
with a noticeably waxy leaf sur- 
face. 

All vegetables placed in stor- 
age should be sound and free 
from bruises.’ Therefore much 
tare is required in harvesting. 
Boxes and pails are preferred to 


gunny. sacks as containers for 
conveying the produce from 
garden to storage 
° = = 
Where facilities and time per- 


mit much can be done to assist 
the curing processes of vegeta- 
bles prior to storage. The time 
honored practice of braiding 
binder twine and onion tops; 
with the bulbs attached, into 
long ropes and hanging these on 
the sunny side of a building to 
cure is conducive to good keep- 
ing when placed in storage. At 
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the Morden, Man., Experimental 
Farm the onions with the tops 
are harvested when the first se~ 
vere frost threatens and then 
placed in a blast of hot air at 85 
to 90 degrees F. for 8 to 10 days. 
This is an excellent method of 
curing the bulbs. Pumpkins, 
squash and the root vegetables 
keep well if they are placed in 
small piles in the field and cov- 
ered with vines or plant tops to 
cure before they are transferred 


to storage.

Plant breeders at the Canada 
Department of Agriculture For- 
age Plants Laboratory, Saska- 
toon, have what they now be- 
lieve to be a variety of sweet 
clover adapted to the area and 


‘almost free from coumarin.

Livestock deaths from “sweet 
clover poisoning’ had been 
traced over twenty years ago to 
the presence in the plant of an 
organic compound known as 
coumarin, in itself not harmful 
though it gives sweet clover a 
bitter tasfe, but under unfavor- 
able conditions in the curing of 
sweet clover hay or silage the 
coumarin changes to dicumarol, 
a substance which even in small 
quantities is toxie to all warm 
blooded animals. It acts through 
changes in the blood that leng- 
then the clotting time of the 
blood to @ poist where the ani- 
mal will bleed spontafiewasly in- 
ternally or from any type of ek 
ternal wound, ‘Death often re- 
sults and several animals may 
be stricken at the same time.

The new variety of sweet clo- 
ver is simply one that contains 
very little coumarin, but retains 
other good qualities of the stan- 
dard varieties, but it has taken 
20 years of careful research to 
produce it. J. E. Greenshields of 
the Forage Plants Laboratory, 
Saskatoon, where the work was 
done, says: “Some of the early 
workers, such as Dr, T. M. ‘Ste- 


venson and Dr. W. J. White. 
would have required = special 
courage had they -known the 
years of breeding and the 


amount of work required before

Type D is the appreciative, en- 
thusiastic sportsman whose 
greatest joy is not‘to kill, swank 
or collect, but watch. He con- 
siders his camera as valuable as 
his rifle, and the safari com- 
panies specialize in: supplying 
him with subjects. 

For a relatively small fee he 
can have a rhino placed in the 
exact middle of the savanna with 
Kilimanjaro’s ice summit soaring 
in the background, be piloted to 
a convenient distance from the 
camera-blase family of lions at 
Serengeti, even photograph hippo 
from below at Amboseli by get- 
ting into a little glass-walled 
“hide” specially built by Walt 
Disney. 

Strandberg adds: “It is true 
that the camera hunter is the 
cause of snapshots of lions and 


rhinos having become appalling- ° 


ly commonplace, but he has also 
helped -to bring about a more 
sensible and less costly approach 
to Africa’s game.” 

Round about Nairobi there are 
specimens of lion and. rhino 
which have become photogra- 
phers’ models, and Strandberg 
was himself there the day the 
city’s pet, an aged, magnificent 
lion, was accidentally killed on 
the Mombasa railway level-cross- 
ing and has his obituary notice 
reverently printed in the ‘East 
African Standard,’ 

He had long been a popular 
model for many a picture repor- 
tage or film “from darkest and 
most dangerous Africa’—as was 
also Molly, a tame rhino who will 
sometimes even allow people to 
ride on her. 

Strandberg was south of. Lu- 
bero when a long caravan of 
lorries belonging to a large sa- 
fari firm came winding up the 
road to Kabasha Gap. . They 
were loaded with tents, pneu- 


matic mattresses, folding veran- > 


das, bales of mosquito-netting. 
Separate vehicles carried bath- 
tub, wash-hand basin, water 
tanks, then came a gigantic lorry 
with refrigerator, cases of whis- 
ky, beer, champagne, and a 
Danish chef. 

Station-waggons conveyed the 
staff—in white suits, red turbans 


including gun-bearers, trophy. 
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preparers, bar-tenders, water-car- 
riers, dealers in empty bottles. In 
a truck equipped with wireless 
transmitter sat two white hunters 
in khaki, looking rather drowsy 
after a night playing canasta 
with their clients. 

Last of all, in a sky-blue Amer- 
ican car, sat two men and twe 
women. The two men wore Ha- 
waiian shirts printed with pine- 
apples or palms and hula-hula 
girls; each chewed grimly a black 
cigar. The women were in apri- 
cot sharkskin coats and skirts, 
with complexions like milk, 
mouths like blood, hoarse voices 
that swore magnificent oaths im 
quick succession. 


They had come to select the 
scenery for the next big Cinema- 
Scope film of the wilds, about @ 
white hunter who endangers his 
reputation to save Ava Gardner 
from (1) a rhino, (2) Frank Sin- 
atra, but finally falls a victim te 
one of Frank’s dum-dum bullets 
during a lion hunt. 


After which Ava withdraws te 
a nunnery on Mount Kenya and 
has found peace when Frank 
suddenly pops up, hotly pursued 
by Jomo Kenyatta, the Flaming 
Spear, and his Mau. Mau terror- 
ists. Ava hoists the Stars and 
Stripes over the nunnery, Frank 
fights at her side, and with his 
last shot drops Jomo as he’s 
climbing the flagstaff to replace 
it with the hammer and sickle, 
But the nunnery is now on. fire, 
and the two, reconciled, sit side 
by side on the organ bench, with 
the flames licking at their feet, 
playing with four hands “The 
Bells of Mount Kenya’—and die, 

In the final scene, Strandberg 
was told, we would see Ava in 
nun’s habit walking in a cloud 
across a savanna full of zebra, 
rhino, leopards, Watutsi dancers 
and lions, 

“We have tried to utilize and 
fuse the experience gained by 
‘King Solomon’s Mines,’ ‘Joan of 
Arc,’ and ‘Mogambo,'” said the 
man with the pineapple shirt. 
“If we can squeeze religion, gla- 
mour, un-American activities and 
a complete zoo into the same 
film, it’s bound to be a success— 
but we must have a wide screen 
if we're to have room for it all 
at the same time.”

The Hill That's Guitker Thai The Eye 


a pioneer wagon route — which 
leads from Moncton, N.B., to- 
ward the gentle slope of Lites 
Mountain. It was a crisp June 
morning in 1933 and three Saint 
John newspapermen—John G. 
Bruce, Jack Brayley and I—were 
on an exploratory jaunt that was 
to have a big impact on New 
Brunswick's tourist trade. 


Half an hour and 10 stops lat- 
er, six miles from Moncton, at 
the last dip before the dirt road 
climbed up to meet an inter- 
secting highway, we were ready 
to give up hope. 


“If this isn’t it,” philosophized 
Bruce as he switched off the 
ignition amd put the gears in 
neutral, “wel have a nice 250- 
mile roaund4@fip anyway.” 


Brayley..dad'I were almost too 
sleepy to. er. (We had left 
Saint Johfi-after putting The 
Telegraph-Journal to bed at 3.30 
a.m.—shortly after which, we 
would have rolled into bed too.) 


Then slowly, eerily, startlingly, 
we began to move—backwards— 
up the hill we had just de- 
cenged! 

Gathering speed as we went— 
we coasted up what seemed to 
be a gradual, but distinct incline 
about 200 yards long. 

This, at last, was the “mag- 
netic hill” we had heard about 
from Alex Ellison, superinten- 
dent of the newspaper press- 
room, who we felt sure was pul- 
ling our collective leg. 

Wide-aWake mow, we tumbled 
out of the car. Brucé; whe had 
brought engineering instruments, 
checked the lay of the land. I 
got busy taking pictures with 
an old-type Graflex camera as 
big as a woman’s hat box.

Any idea that something mag- 
netic in the soil had actually 
drawn the car up the slope was 
washed out when we noticed the 
water in the ditch was flowing 
“uphill” too. The whole thing 
was an optical illusion, created 
by the extraordinary and decep- 
tive downsweep of the entire 
landscape: this “upgrade” was 
really a downgrade, a less steep 
continuation of the downgrade 
that faced it. 


Oddly, no mention of the phe- 
nomenon had ever appeared: in 
print, as far as we knew. Few 
farmers, even in the immediate 
vicinity, had observed the pe- 
culiar characteristics of the hill. 
A girl who was selling home- 
made ice cream at a little stand 
beside her parents’ driveway, 
and tending a gasoline pump at 


‘ our sanity. 
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In giving us our tip Alex Elli- 
had claimed he sought out the 
hill and tried it himself after 
hearing the tale from his broth- 
er, who in turn had heard it from. 
a clergyman years before. 


“It was the most astonishing 
thing I ever experienced,” the 
minister was reported to have 
said. “I was bringing some chil- 
dren home from a picnic when a 
thunderstorm broke. I stopped 
my car at the bottom of a hill 
to put up the side curtains — 
and the automobile started to 
run up the next hill!” 


Even after the pictures and 
story appeared in the “The Tele- 
graph-Journal” the next morn- 
ing, people were skeptical. Some 
of them, too, possibly doubted 
A Moncton paper 
published a.small item headed: 
“Silly Story in Saint John Pa- 
par.” The following Sunday, 
however, the “skeptical” flocked 
by the hundreds to the hill. 


Almost overnight, Cinderella- 
like, Magnetic Hill’ was trans- 
formed from another dip in the 
road to one of Canada’s most 
widely-publicized. tourist  at- 
tractions — its magnetic quality 
being evident in the fact it has 
drawn a continuous stream of 
visitors ever since. Strangely, 
more Americans than Canadi@ns 
seem to know about it. In 23 
years more than half a million 
ears have followed Bruce’s 1931 
Ford roadster to sample the ex- 
perience of apparently gliding 
“uphill” with the clutch disen- 
gaged, 


The site has blossom. Be- 
side the hill today is a modern 
gift shop. It contains a post office 
which caters exclusively to the 
itinerant public: outgoing mail is 
stamped “Magnetic Hill, N.B., 
Canada” from May 1 to October 
31. 


Across the road is a provin- 
cial park where orphan wild 
animals picked up by game war- 
dens — deer, bears, fishers, beav- 
er, foxes — peer out curiously 
through the ‘wire fence at the 
strange, chortling, shouting ant- 
ics of human on wheels. 


The provincial government 
considerately sidetracked Mag- 
netic Hill and detoured the main 
highway to let the coasters coast 
undisturbed — also to avoid a 
chronic traffic jam. 


I visited the hill last sum- 
mer for the first time since 1933, 
and.was surprised to find that 
Mrs. Ludwig Sikorski, who runs 
the tourist shop, is the former 
Muriel Lutes who 22 years before 
had sold us an ice-cream break- 
fast. She remembered our event- 
ful excursion. 


“I moved down from the other 
road in 1935,” she explained, 
“but I still specialize in home- 
made ice cream, as well as New 
Brunswick buckwheat-and-but- 
termilk pancakes with our own 
maple syrup, and I still sell Im- 
perial Oil’s gasoline.” Ironically, 
here the visitor sees an Esso 
gas pump at a location where 
ears flock to travel uphill with- 
Outeuging gasoline, “One Sun- 
day in st more than 3,500 
people came out TU™ry the hill,” 
she said. “We figure about 150,- 
000 people visit us each year. 
Almost everyone who visits 
Moncton drops in — Princess 
Alexandra, the daughter of the 
Duchess .of Kent, drove out 
here even though the oyal train 
was making only a short stop- 
over in town.”

DROWNING FALLACIES 
CORRECTED BY . 
HEALTH LEAGUE 


In Ontario alone, men, women and 


_chikiren lose their lives through 


drowning every year, with an overall 
Canadian total of more than a thou- 
sand, For some years now, the Health 
League of Canada has pointed out 
that many of these deaths could have 
been prevented through the proper 
knowledge and application of artific- 
jal respiration to observing usual 
swimming sefety rules. 

Although a victim may have been 
amder water for as long as half an 
hour, and show none of the usual 
signs of life-—no heart beat, no 
breathing, no eye reflex -——- a chance 
still remains that life may be restored. 
A cardinal rule in applying artificial 
respiration is that these revival 
efforts should not be ceased for at 


least four hours—-preferably until the | 


victim breathes again, or rigour 
mortis sets in. Only too frequently 
artificial respiration is stopped after 


a short time, when a longer time may 


have meant another life saved. 

- Sometimes a victim may really die 
from suffocation, rather than by 
actual drowning. Research has re- 
vealed that a spasm of the Jarnyx 
prevents either water or air ® from 
entering the lungs, ‘and the result, 
although there is no water. in the 
Jungs, is death just the’ same. Be 
certain’ that air passages are 


clear, before applying artificial re-, 


spiration,; pulling the tongue out and 
keeping it out may help. A doctor can 
listen for the audible passage of air in 
the lungs, with his stethescope.

From “Tit-Bits” 


How Can J? 


Q. How can I mend a Jeak ifn 
the umbrella? 
A. First cut a piece of mend- 


~ing. tissue a little larger than the 
‘hole. Then cut a piece of silk or 


eambric a little larger than the 
piece of. tissue. Place tissue over 
the hole on under side. of cover. 
Then place the ‘silk or cambric 
over the tissue, tucking the edge 
under the tissue. Place a wet 
cloth over all and press with a 
hot iron. . ‘ 


Q. How can I make g good so- 
lution to keep on haa for re- 
moving grease spots from wool- 
len goods? 

A. Put 1 ounce of pulverized 
borax in 1 quart of boiling wa- 


ter. Bottle and keep in a conven-~ 


ient place for use when needed. 


Q. How can I prevent worn 
faucet threads? 

A. Be careful when scouring 
the faucets to clean away all 
scouring grit from the joints, or 
it will work into the threads and 
soon wear them. 


Q. How can I make boys’ 
pants wear longer? 

A. When making pants for the 
boys, try cutting the backs of 
the pants double. When a hole 
appears, turn in the worn edges 
and hem down to thé under 


‘goods. The two pieces will be 


faded alike. 


Q. How can I -prevent new 
shoes from hurting at the heel? 

A. Rub the inside of the héel 
with hard soap before putting 
on, Try fastening cross strips of 
court plaster to your heel. The 
plaster will take the rub. 

Q. How can I clean the soiled 
edges of books? 

A. Close the book tightly and 
erase the soiled marks with an 
ink eraser. Do not use this.meth- 
od if the books are gilt edged. 

Q. How can I prevent waste 
when melting chocolate? 

A. Much of the chocolate is 
wasted because it’ sticks to the 
sides and bottom of the con- 
tainer. This can be prevented by 
greasing the pan thoroughly be- 
fore putting in the chocolate. 

~Q. How can I eliminate a ring 
or a St#lm.on goods that has been 
left after usiige cleaning fluid? 

A. First allow the spot to dry; 
then hold it over a steaming ket- 
tle until it disappears. 

Q. How can I keep brown 
sugar soft? 

A. Keep the brown sugar in 
an open jar in the icebox and it 
will remain soft. This keeps it 
from becoming lumpy. 

Q. How can I repair the lid of 
a cooking vessel when the knob 
has come off? 

A. Slip a screw through the 
hole in the lid, with the head on 
the inside of the lid, and screw 
a cork on the protruding end. 
THis knob will not get hot and 
can be renewed when worn or 
soiled.

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Automation Began 


Centuries Ago _.. 


There's nothing new! Wonder 
of the twentieth century, auto- 
mation, first appeared in Britain 
wmearly 200 years ago, when @ man 
wamed Arkwright brought auto- 
mation into the cotton industry 
and proved it would work for the 
good of everyone. 

Arkwright, who started life as 
a barber,.was run out of Preston 
by the guilds for cutting his 


. price. For thirty years he lived 


on the edze of starvation, cutting 
hair, making wigs and doing odd 
jobs. His wife died of malnutri- 
tion and his children never wore 
boots. 

His second wife had a bank 
balancg, out they squandered it 
between them. And by the time 
he was middle-aged he had only 
one suit and that was so shabby 
fhat he never went out until it 
was dark. 

He developed an idea for a 
spinning jenny — a machine that 
would spin carded cotton — and 
took. it to a Preston philanthrop- 
ist named Smalley. Smalley 
thought it was worth develop- 
ing and paid Arkwright a weck~- 
hy wage while he worked on the 
‘model. 

In 1769 it was put on the mar- 
ket. Five years later Arkwright 
‘was wealthy but the most detest-_ 
ed man in Lancashire. 


Then he invented a machine 
that handled raw thread at one 
end and gave out woven thread 
at the other. This-made him so 
famous and so powerful that he 
was able to persuade Parliament 
to remove the excessive tax on 
eotton. 

The workers, however, could 
see nothing but poverty ahead of 
them. His machines cut down 
manpower by over one half. They 
threatened his life. So Arkwright 
fearlessly met them and promised 
that, if only they would be pa- 
tient, there would be work for 
all of them, far more than they 
could cope with. — 

They didn’t believe him. They 
threw stones at him, broke the 
windows of his home and even 
tried to smash his machines. 

Arkwright was right and the 
workers. were wrong. The tax 
relief made cotton goods cheaper, 
the new machines turned it out 
faster than ever before. Orders 
rolled in from all parts of the 
world — orders so huge that, 
without his machines; the indus- 
try could not have coped with 
them. Factories doubled and 
trebled their staffs, and Lanca~- 
ghire rode on the crest of the 
wave. 

Ten years after inventing his 
spinning jenny Arkwright own- 
ed a string of mills in Chorley. 
Then a distastrous fire destroy- 
ed them all. A few years eariler 
guch a catastrophe would have 
thrown hundreds of workers on 
the scrap heap for years, but the 
other mills were able to absorb 
them, while Arkwright still had 
sufficient money to build more 
mills at Nottingham and bring 
prosperity to that city too. 

Before he died he was employ- 
ing 5,000 people who, for the first 
time in their lives, knew the com- 
fort of regular employment.

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Candles And Honey 
Go Together 


Usually a business goes from 
father or mother to son. In the 
case of John and Beatrice Ross, 
Proprietors of the Ross Candle 
House on Bearskin Neck, in 
Massachusetts, the parents are 
following a path blazed by their 
son — a path lined with bee- 
hives, and flowing not with 
milk and honey, but with bees- 
wax and -honey. 


When the Rosses’ son, Robert, 
was about 12, he went from 
their home in Lawrence, Mass., 
to North Andover. on frequent 
visits to an uncle and there be- 
came interested in bees. He had 
hives in the orchard at his 
uncle’s home where the bees 
had an abundance of fruit blos- 
soms from which to make their 
honey. Later, he started hives 
at home in Lawrence and at the 
home of another uncle in Derry, 
N.H., where he spent some of 
his summers, 


He extracted the honey and 
his mother sought ways to use 
the fragrant beeswax. She ex- 
perimented with candlemaking 
and, one at a time, made 32 for 
disply at the Topsfield (Mass.) 
Fair. She worked till 3 o’clock 
in the morning to finish the lot 
before entering them in the 
fair. Her reward was first prize. 

The trick in making hand- 
dipped candles is to get them 
smooth and perfectly shaped 
without “wrinkles” in them, 
Mrs. Rossiexplained. 

At one time Robert had. 290 
hives in various places, includ- 
ing a summer camp where the 
family spent vacations. Bees- 
wax accumulated and Mrs, Ross 
continued her candlemaking. 
She worked out a way of mak- 
ing two at a time, then three, 
and finally four. She exhibited 
at the Topsfield Fair gaain and 
again and began selling candles 
there and gathering in ‘blue 
ribbons like a honey crop each 
season, 

Then Mr. Ross devised for 
her a “machine” at which she 
can make 16 candles in an hour. 
“See Beeswax Candles Being 
Made Here” reads a sign in the 
window of the Ross Candle 
Shop which Mr. and Mrs. Ross 
are now operating for the sec- 
ond summer, On Saturdays 
when the largest number of 
visitors stroll along Bearskin 
Neck, lingering over the dis- 
plays in the quaint little shops 
that hug either side of the lane, 
the Candle House will. be 
crowded with eager watchers. 

Mrs. Ross works over an elec- 
trically heated double _ boiler 
which Mr. Ross rigged up for 
her. Above it on a metal rod 
which extends up from it, there 
are supporting metal crossbars. 


. On each end of these there is 


a strip’ of wood to which four 
candlewicks of equal length are 
tied, each with a small weight 
at the bottom. The crossbars 
turn on the center rod. 

As one set of strings comes 
up from the liquid wax, drips, 
and dries, the bars are turned 
so .the next four can go down. 
By the time the rods revolve so 
the. first set of strings get an- 
other turn, the wax on these 
has dried sufficiently for the 
next dippping.

Thus the candles are. made 
by the hand-dipping pracess 
with the aid of Mr. Ross’ little 
device which multiplies the 
hourly production from one to 
16. Each candle is dipped and 
dripped 50 times before it is 
completed. 

The Rosses sell other candles 
as well as their own beeswax. 
ones. Those of wax have the 
special virtue of standing with- 
out melting, through any kind 
of summer heat. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ross also sell 
extracted wlidflower honey and 
honey spread, as well as comb 
honey, wtih various accessories 
for both honey and candles — 
attractive honey pots, candle 
holders, snuffers, and so forth. 
Brass is a perfect holder for the 


natural beeswax candle, savs 
Mrs. Ross, because of the 
beautiful blending of the na- 


tural colors. 


Mr. Ross and his son set up 
a solar extractor at their home 
in Lawrence to take the honey 
from the comb and melt the 
wax, In the melting process any 
dirt in the wax drops to the 
bottom, leaving the clear wax 
above. The capping wax with 
which the bees cap each cell of 
their comb is especially desir- 
able and makes a candle of a 
richer nd unusual shade, The 
wax is, of* course, merelted as it 
is needed for the candlemaking. 
(By Jessie Ash Arndt in the 
Christian Science Monitor.)

Making Homework 
Less Painful 


Parents can't do a_ child’s 
studying for him —~ but they 
can help. One important contri- 
bution they can make to the 
success of the schoo] year is in 
arranging an ideal place for a 
boy or girl to do'his homework. 


The bedroom is the best spot 
since it is away from the dis- 
traction of family activities. But 
bedrooms are seldom _ bright 
and cheerful enough for study 
purposes and redecorating is 
usually called for. 


Because most homework must 
be done at night, the prime 
consideration when decorating 
a bedroom study is light re- 
flection, according to Wilfred 
Sinclair, C-I-L color consultant. 

The ceiling should receive 
careful attention since it is the 
chief reflecting surface for arti- 
ficial light. Paint it white, light 
ivory, cream beige or lemon 
yellow, the colors which toss 
back the most light, Mr. Sin- 
clair suggests. 

In choosing colors for walls, 
take into consideration the size 
of the room and the direction 
it faces. If windows are on the 
north or east, warmth will be 
added by using paint in yellow

Some 18,800 feet up on the 
desolate Baruri glacier in the 
Himalayas was the camp of the 


New Zealand Alpine Club’s 1954 
expedition, a solitary speck in a 
vast snow waste of peaks. Jim 
WeFarlane and Brian Wilkins 
had been out surveying. Sir Ed- 
mund Hillary, 1953 conqueror of 
Everest, crawled out of his tent, 
searched the glacier for them, 
but saw nothing. 


He'd told them to get back 
early, but now the afternoon was 
nearly gone, the weather was 
dull and gloomy. What could 
they be doing? At 5.30 Wilkins 
staggered back, alone, his face 
covered with blood. 


.““Where's Jim?” Hillary asked. . 


“We fell down a crevasse. | 
got out, but Jim is still down 
there.” They were nearing a 
crest on the glacier, he explain- 
ed, when they stepped on a thin 
crust of stow and plunged into 
deep, loose snow, 60 feet down 
in the narrow bottom of a cre- 
Vasse, 

His snow glasses had cut his 
forehead and he had_ trouble 
keeping the blood out of his 
eyes. McFarlane had _ difficulty 
in moving at all, and would 
need help. 

Wilkins had worked his way 
along the crevasse, wriggling 
through small ice passages, 
scrambling along a snowy ledge, 
cutting steps in the walls, and at 
last, after .two hours’ nerve- 
racking work, managed to claw 
his way to the surface. 


Realizing that the hole in the 
glacier had to be found before 
darkness fell, Hillary bundled 
together ropes, food,.water and 
two sleeping bags and set out 
with five Sherpas. It was almost 
dark when he found the hole, 
wriggled slowly over to it on 
his stomach, and shouted: “Hel- 
lo, Jim!” 

McFarlane called back faint- 
ly. He thought he’d broken a 
finger, and felt thirsty. Hillary 
lowered a rope, but McFarlane 
didn't seem able to get it. So he 
decided to have himself low- 
ered on two ropes and tie Me- 
Farlane to one. The Sherpas 
eould haul them up in turn. 

Sir Edmund describes the en- 
auing Ordeal in an epic chron- 
icle of high endeavour, “East of 
Everest.” As he dropped into the 
hole he realized that he had mis- 
takenly tied the ropes round his 


waist instead of round his 
thighs. The rope was crushing 
his chest and restricting his 
breathing, 


Slowly, in a series,of heavy 
jerks, the Sherpas lowered him 
until he could touch on®. of the 
walls, then for some reason they 
stopped, leaving. him hanging, 
gasping like a fish. Twisting 
frantically to ease the strain, he 
knew he couldn’t last for long 
like that and began thinking: 
“What a funny way to die.” 

As the Sherpas still 
his shouts to lower him farther, 
he called out for them to pull 
him up. He gained height as the 
Sherpas pulled with all their 
strength, then jammed under 
the crevasse’s overhanging lip, 
the rope, cutting into the edge.

At 4.30 a.m. he was up again 
to retut: to the hole, this time 
with Wilkins as well. Now there 
was a fall of driving snow which 
could prove disastrous. He shout- 
ed down, and to his intense re- 
lief heard McFarlane call out 
that he'd had a good night, but 
was feeling cold and thirsty. As 
there was now danger of dis-~ 
lodging the corniced- edge and 
engulfing McFarlane, Wilkins 
offered to descend/again by the 
route by which he'd escaped. 

After making ashing for his 
thighs and arranging a code of 
signals ,they watched him-—climb 
into the second jagged hole fifty 
feet to the right. It seemed an 
eternity before he signalled to 
be pulled back. He'd reached 
McFarlane, he said, but only af- 

* ter great difficulty. The route 
was quite impossible for anyone 
unable to help himself. 

Instead of getting into his 
sleeping bags, McFarlane had 
just draped them over his knees. 
He’d taken off his gloves, and 
his hands were cold and. stiff. 
He was obviously suffering from 
concussion. Wilkins had tied a 
sling round: him, and decided 
that the only chance was to 
lower a ropé straight down the 
other hole and hope that Jim 
could clip it to the sling. 

This was done, but again Mc- 
Farlane stuck under the over- 
hang, again he had to be lowered 
to the bottom. Now they decided 
to take the risk of cutting the 
edge away. Held on two ropes 
Wilkins and a Sherpa chipped 
away in small pieces, then they 
had another go at hauling him 
up. When yet again McFarlane 
jammed, Hillary, leaning hard 
out on the rope, stretched down, 
got a hand on the slings around 
his body, and with a mighty tug 
pulled him to safety. 

His battered hands. were whit- 
ish-blue, frozen stiff like claws, 
his feet hard and lifeless. 

When the doctor was “sum- 
moned from base he diagnosed 
mild concussion, badly bruised 
back with the chance of a minor 
fracture, very bruised _ ribs, 
frostbite in hands and feet and 
some fingers probably ‘broken.
